Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant presented argumens regarding the non-obviousness of the 
instant claimed Mg or Ca exchange percentage over the broad range disclosed by Ojo et al, and regarding the face 
that Ojo et al. does not disclose an adsorbent layer containing only exchanged A or X zeolite and not a coposite 
mixture of both, as disclosed in the patent. The examiner explained that the patent anticipates the claims because the 
claim language does not exclude the use of other materials in the adsorbent, and that it is the examiner's opinion that 
the claimed exchange level is disclosed in Ojo with sufficient specificity. 
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
